CAIRO, Feb. 3 (AP).—Roving 
British armored columns fought 
on the offensive northeast of Msus 
today in an effort to hold the in- 
land short cut which dominates 
the bulging North African shore- 


sion slowly retreated through the 
Gebel El Achdar coastal range. 

The British Middle East commu- 
nique said this division was under 
heavy pressure of enemy forces 
which apparently had been rein- 
forced. The extent of the with- 
drawal was not given, but yester- 
day this division was said to be 
just east of Slonta, about 240 miles 
from the Egyptian border and 100 
miles northeast of Bengasi. 

(The Italians said they had 
passed Cirene, ancient seat of 
Greek culture, to the north 
and slightly east o* Slonta. 

(A German communique said 
Axis troops had brought retreating 
British forces to batfle and had 
inflicted heavy losses on them). 

Msus is-80 miles south of Slonta. 
Thus while giving way along the 
eoast, the British were endeavor- 
ing to hold their positions on the 
inland route, along which they 
have twice slashed in previous 
campaigns to cut off Bengasi. 

The Royal Air Force, particular- 
ly its. fighter patrols, was giving 
close and effective support to the 
Indians and also to the roving mo- 
bile forces, the British communi- 
que said.

tin Twillman, 23-year-old Spanish 
Lake farmer, who was fatally shot 
on a lonely road near his home last 
Sept. 30, identified from the wit- 
ness stand in the Circuit Court at 
Clayton today Leo Lyles, dne of 
four Negroes charged with the 
murder, as the one who fired the 
shots which struck Martin. - 
Twillman, principal State’s wit- 
ness in the case against Lyles, 
told the jury in Circuit Judge John 
J. Wolfe’s court that Lyles was in 
the group of four armed Negroes 
who’ approached him in his barn- 
yard and forced him to drive them 
away in his truck. 
As they drove along the road, 
another car in which Martin and 
his widowed mother, Mrs. Kath- 
erine Twillman, were riding came 
toward the truck. The truck gkid- 
ded into a ditch and the Negroes 
ran toward the.car forcing the oc- 
cupants out, Twillman related. 
“Lyles and another Negro. made 
Martin walk toward the back of 
the truck,” Twillman _ stated. 
“When Martin said, “What's this 
all about?5, Lyles shot him. He 
was only 10 feet from Martin when 
he fired. : 
After her son was shot, Mrs. 
Twiliman screamed and started.-to 
run, Twillman continued, “There 
were more shots. I saw that she 
had been shot, but I couldn’t see 
who fired them.” 
The Negroes then made him get 
into Martin’s car an dride away 
with them, but this car, too, be- 
came bogged in the mud, Twillman 
said. On foot the group started 
across a field but were ordered 
back by a farmer. Three of the 
Negroes turned to go the other 
way, then Twillman knocked the 
remaining one down and fled, he 
said.

Declaring that “if all the members had under-’ 
stood, and if the public had had a chance to under- 
stand, the storm that fs now breaking in fury might 
have come in time ‘to prevent passage,” the Kansas 
City Times says it still is not too late: 


The pensions for the members have not yet 
started. Above all, it is no time to start them 
how when the burdens of public costs are falling 
heavily upon the people because of war. Con- 
gress can do a‘ decent thing, preserve its self- 
respect and command the respect of citizens. It 
can repeal this scandalous pension bill and do it 
forthwith. 


There is almost as much reason to have a second 
roll call in the Senate as there is to have a firgt roll 
call in the House. For although 42 Senato® voted 
in favor of the bill and only 24 voted against it, 30 
were recorded as not voting; it is possible that. 
among those who did not vote were more than 
enough to beat the pension. 

The record shows that Senator Truman voted for 
the pension, but Senator Clark of Missouri is among 
those “not voting.” Senator Lucas of Illinois took 
the floor to denounce this dip into the taxpayers’ 
much-plucked pockets, but Senator Brooks -was 
absent “on official business.” Neither Majority 
Leader Barkley nor Minority Leader McNary an- 
swered to his name. .

However, there is much to commend in the othér 
proposals: registration of lobbyists, financial state- 
ments on organizations’ legislative funds, immunity 
for witnesses at such inquiries, a statute to define 
bribe solicitation as a crime, full records of legisia- 
tive committees and an increase in legislators’ pay. 

This last provision has often been proposed, but | 
has always failed in the past. Undoubtedly, a decent 
salary, to replace the $l-a-day rate now in effect 
after 70 days of a session, would improve the Legisla- 
fure’s quality. Missouri’s problem has not been so 
much one of alleged corruption in the Legislature, to 
which this grand jury addressed itself, as of general 
incompetence and failure to function.

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INEW COMET WILL 
_ BE ALMOST VISIBLE 
TO NAKED EYE SOON 


(AP).—A new comet, which will 
become almost visible to the un- 
aided eye early in March, was an- 
nounced by the Harvard College 
Observatory today. 

The discovery, by Dr. Fred L. 
Whipple, was made on  photo- 
graphic plates recorded by Har- 
vard patrol cameras. A fairly small 
object—now a hundred million 
miles distant, according to compu- 
tations by R. N,-Thomas of the 
Harvard astronomical 
comet is expected to come within 
60,000,000 miles of the earth at its 
closest approach in March. By 
comparison, the sun is 93,000,000 
miles distant, 

Dr. Whipple said that it now ap- 
pears in the morning sky, just be- 
fore dawn, almost overhead in the 
constellation Coma Berenices. Its 
motion in the sky will bring it 
farther southward and westward 
each night, and it .will move south 
of the equator in March. 

According to Thomas’ calcula- 
tions, the comet, with nucleus and 
tail less than one degree in length, 
as viewed in the sky, probably is 
just a. casual visitor to our solar 
system and after swerving off into 
outer space, may never be seen 
again.

“I think I owe it to the 
party to stay at least the rest of 
the year.” 

Martin’s four-year term as chair- 
man normally would end at the 
next Republican national conven- 
tion. Some influential Repub- 
licans said his decision to stay on 
the job probably would sidetrack 
what promised to become a hot 
fight for control of the party ma- 
chinery. 

Willkie Faction Active. 

Acting on the assumption that 
Martin wanted to be relieved of 
his duties as national chairman, 
some supporters of Wendell L. 
Willkie, the 1940 presidential nom- 
inee, were said to have been cast- 
ing about recently for a possible 
successor. There were no indica- 
tions that Willkie personally was 
connected in any way with this 
move. 

These Republicans. were repre- 
sented as none too pleased with 
Martin's receht appointment of 
Clarence B. Kelland, veteran mag- 
azine writer ald author, as pub- 
licity director for the national 
committee, feeling that some long- 
time supporter. of Willkie should 
have been rewarded ingtead. 

Martin said he planned to call 
the national committee members 
together in Chicago, shortly after 
the April -14 Illinois primary, for 
a discussion of congressional cam- 
paign plans. Thirty-four senatorial 
seats, including nine held by Re- 
publicans, and all 435 House seats 
are at stake in the November vot- 
ing. 

Increasingly chary of predictions, 
Martin said he was not prepared 
‘to forecast the outcome of any of. 
these races. The only thing he 
could say, he added, was that the 
Republicans would give a good ac- 
count of themselves.
